Under the leadership of John Grun- 
eau of Chicago, the “outlaw 
work­ 
ers arc m aking preparations to throw 
transportation into 
chaos 
through 
sporadic strikes and to bring about a 
nation wide secession movement from 
the ranks of tho “big four ’ brother­ 
hoods and the American Federation of 
Labor railroad unions, according to in­ 
form ation received here today in of­ 
ficial labor circles. 
Their goal is said to be 
one big 
union movement of all railroad work­ 
ers- 
They have sent agitators, ac­ 
cording to advices, into railroad dis­ 
tricts, particularly New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and the midwest 
to stir up the Aready dissatisfied and 
restless railroad workers 
to 
revolt 
against the leaders of the unions. 
Their operations, it is claimed, are 
p art of a widespread movement to in­ 
cite revolt until the “one big union” 
idea has swept the g reat mass of or­ 
ganized labor. 
They are said to bo 
linked in their activities w ith elements 
in the American Federation of Labor, 
“boring from w ithin” under the inspir- 
aton of W illiam Z. Foster, leading 
spirit in last year’s steel strike. Be­ 
fore his departure )for Russia to at­ 
tend the “‘third in tern atio n al” and 
confer with Lenine and other bolshe­ 
vik leaders- Foster laid the seed for a 
campaign to organize all the railroad 
crafts into one union along lines of 
the federation of railroad workers 
in England, it is declared in labor cir­ 
cles here. 
G run eau has declared th a t 15,000 
members of the American Federation 
of Labor railroad unions on the Penn­ 
sylvania system are ready to revolt 
against their leadership and join his 
one big union known as the United 
Federation of Railway Employes. He 
has also announced th a t the m arine 
firemen, oilers and w ater 
tenders’ 
union affiliated with the railway em­ 
ployes departm ent of the federation 
of labor and drawing its membership 
from the ferry boats has applied for 
a charter in his organization through 
its president, P. Lynch, of New York 
City. 
Leaders here expressed 
apprehen­ 
sion over Gruneau’s activities- 
The 
railroad workers chafing under th e , 
reins held by their leaders to 
keep 
them in line, “sore” at wage cuts and 
the attitude of the carriers on work­ 
ing rules and conditions offer fer­

Washington,—Reorganization of the 
Bureau of Naturalization in the De­ 
partment of Labor is one oi the pct 
plana or Secretary Davin. 
The plan 
is now taking practical shape, and 
prospects are that a great new for­ 
ward step may soon be taken to make 
life different and 
better 
for 
the 
alien newcomer and the country a 
gainer by acquiring new citizens bet­ 
ter prepared for their new duties and 
privileges. 
At Secretary Davis’s request a hill 
has been 
introduced 
in 
Congress 
which will change the title of this 
bureau to the Bureau of Citizenship. 
With the change in title the bureau 
will take on a vastly broadened scope 
of activity. 
The old Bureau of Na­ 
turalization has always been charged 
with the responsibility of naturaliz­ 
ing foreigners, but it is Secretary 
Davis’* plan to have the new Bureau 
3iv» up to its name. 
It will he mote 
than a Bureau of Naturalization, it 
will be a Borean of Citizenship and 
training for citizenship, 
it will train 
our alien arrivals by instruction 
in 
the public schools. It will provide for 
them guidance and protection. 
It 
will set up machinery to see to their 
proper distribution over the count! y. 
so as to avoid the old evils of its 
congestion of new foreigners in the 
larger cities 
Many 
of these new 
comers, for instance, arrive here with 
long- experience, which they are forced 
to discard for work in the cities be­ 
cause they have no means of reach­ 
ing the farms 
or 
of 
ascertaining 
where their farming experiences may 
be of of value- 
"Among its other duties the new 
Bureau of Citizenship 
will 
spread 
knowledge of our American institu­ 
tions in such a way as to heighten re. 
pert and inspire loyalty to those in­ 
stitution” sajd Secretary Davis, in 
commenting on hi plan. “It will begin 
a national campaign for bettering the 
physical and normal well-being of our 
forelgn-bom population. To this end 
the new bureau will undertake to pro­ 
tect the foreigners from fraud and im 
position. It will provide centers of in­ 
formation, where persons of patriot­ 
ism and character will offer guidance 
and advice. Where it is posihle these 
‘advisers will be themselves of fora! cm 
extraction in order to offer real sym­ 
pathy and understanding and so serve 
to bring the still newer aliens into 
wholesome contact with the people of 
their own race. Always the burden of 
advice will be respect for the Federal 
Government.” 
It is Secretary Davis’s aim to utilize 
to the full the machinery of the new 
bureau to protect the newest alien ar­ 
rivals from the evil influence of Tied’ 
and Communist propaganda. One of 
the chief agencies in this purpose will 
be a thorough system of public school 
instruction for aliens. The women will 
have the benefit of classes at home. 
The instruction will be given in places 
of employment, or at other suitable 
points* as well as in the public schools 
These classes -will be arranged for all 
adults and wage-earners. 
“Each alien will be required to regia 
t e r / said Secretary Davis- “This is 
not for the purpose of setting up a 
police system, but in order to keep 
trace of each individual for his pro­ 
tection and guidance- Each registrant 
will be givien a certificate of his 
registration, on payment of a fee not 
to exceed $10 for adults and $3 for 
wage-eamers who are minors- All the ( 
money from these fees will be ex­ 
pended in the payment of teachers 
for such foreigners as need schooling. 
Thus the alien newcomer, as is pro­ 
per, pays for his own improvement 
and lifts the burden of his care from 
the shoulders of the Government” 
In addition to these new functions* 
the new Bureau of Citizenship, as 
planned, will encourage 
States 
and 
communities to prepare teachers to 
loach the immigrant to speak, read 
and write the English language, to j 
understand and value the privileges of 
citizenship and practice devotion to 
the institutions of our Government. In 
all such classes of instruction the mo-' 
tion picture will be liberally used. The I 
States wil be asked to adopt legal 
schools terms of at least six months 
of each year for the benefit of wage 
earning children and adults. To this 
and compulsory school attendance will i 
be asked for.

A letter sent by John W. Weeks, Secretary of War, to Gov­ 
ernor Sproul, as president ex-officio of the Board of Trustees, 
has been turned over to Dr. Josiah H. Penniman, acting provost 
of the University, with the request that he lay the matter be­ 
fore the trustees. 
The letter Irom the Secretary of War asked that General 
Wood be released until the fall of 1922 from his promise to head 
the University. 
General Wood was to have taken the position 
this falL 
The Secretary included in his letter a copy of a cablegram 
from General Wood in which he stated that, in his belief, a na-, 
tional emergency existed. 
When the general agreed with the 
trustees to accept the position of head of the University he made 
the stipulation that such position should be waived in case of a 
national emergency. The agreement was entirely oral, for at the 
time the general did not think he ought formally to accept a new 
position while in the uniform and service of the Government. 
It was stated at the White House that the next step hinged 
upon the receipt of the final report of the Wood-Forbes mission. 
That report is expected by cable within the next few days. 
In 
the event that the final report recommends, as did the preliminary 
one of some two weeks ago, that American control of the islands 
be continued, the President will offer the position of Governor 
General to General Wood and General Wood has indicated al­ 
ready his willingness to accept it. 
It is understood that the President feels that if independence 
can not be granted, due to conditions in the islands, that General 
Wood is the one man to take charge of the situation and that he 
will be glad to and will tender the place to him. 
The opinion in Administration circles is that it should notj 
take General Wood more than a year to get things on a proper 
basis so that his successor can be named.
